War Summary

FRANCE 

Artillery fighting constitutes in tJie main the engagements of the 
last two days. In the nortli the Germans have bomb-arded Nieuport 
and the Allies' trenches on the banks of the "N'ser but no material 
damage has be«i done. South of La Boisselle the Germans ex- 
ploded a mine in one of the French trendies but the French were 
able to maintain their position. The German» have also bombarded 
Tracy-le-Val, Rambucourt and the forest of La Hazelle. The 
French bombarded the railroad stations of Thiaucourt and Arna- 
viUe. Around Bagatelle a fierce four-day fight has' just finished, 
resulting in ifce slaughter of a great number of the enemy. The Ger- 
m'ans who'advMiced in close formation were practically cut to pieces 
by the French guiï and rifle fire. 

GERMANY 

The Germans are rushing large bodies of troops from the west- 
em theatre of war to East Prussia where by sheer weight of num^ 
bers they have compelled the Russians to withdraw from their ad- 
viiQced. positions. This movement is thought, io^ be an attempt to 
draw <>ff the Russian advance on Thorn^ Th* presence of the 
Kaiser in East Prussia is inciting the Germans to greater ejf forts than 
before. 

RUSSIA 

^ The army, under Grand Duke Nicholas, is now within a few 
inilejj of Thorn. On the Vistula encounters have taken place at 
Myschentz and Serpie. Along the rest of the line on thç Visutla 
artillén^ù^g Ivas taken place. In the Black Sea the Russians sank 
a TixHë^^nspoi t laden with 50,000 pounds of provisions. 

.AUSTRIA-HUNCARV 

In the Carpathians the enemy have made attacks in the direc- 
tion of Sablonow which were all repulsed. The German attack on 
the heights of Kozwuvka also met w'iûx no success. It is reported 
that the garrison of Przimysl is exhausting itself in vain sorties ond 
the Russians hope they Will soon be in possession. Severe cold has 
hindered the operations lo a great extent. ,
